1. Mr. Blanton says he knows of 3,000,000 aliens in the United

Blanton, who claims to know so much about the rules of the 
house, will furnish IClyde Garrett the* information he has, Judg e 
Garrett will g uarantee that the federal district attorneys and the 
immig ration service are furnished with it so they can take the 
proper steps. 
No committee chairman can bluff Garrett. 
2. Mr. Blanton, who owns property under his wife’s name in the 
District of Columbia, and who is chairman of the sub-committee 
on district appropriatons, filibustered ag ainst the passag e of a 
bill to control hig h rents in the district, where tenants are being 
g oug ed by the big landlords.

3. He says Clyde Garrett is incompetent, and yet Clyde Garrett as 
county judg e of Eastland County eig ht years, covering the period 
of depression and declining valuations, kept the county on a cash

better without a representative. 
Meanwhile, Clyde 
Garrett and 
his commissioners 
court g ot $ 222,955.56 
of WPA money for 
lateral roads, etc. 
5. Mr. Blanton says he is working , working , working for his con­ 
stituents in Washing ton, trying to save them money, etc. 
Last 
summer he went on a costly junket trip, at g overnment expense, 
to Hawaii. 
And all during the last session he was so busy chasing 
communists in the District of Columbia, that Clyde Garrett, as 
president of the Texas County Judg es Association, and some of 
his brother judg es, had to g o to Washing ton to prevail upon the 
cong ress to appropriate more needed road money and have the 
WPA lift restrictions that were keeping many needy people from 
g etting deserved WPA emplooyment. 
He was successful in both 
missions, and Blanton now attempts to ridicule him and to claim 
credit for what he did. 
6. Blanton tries to shift the blame for the restriction of the federal 
old-ag e pension law on the state, when he knows that the state 
must follow the federal reg ulations or g et no federal assistance 
for the old people. 
The federal law must be liberalized, then it 
is up to the state to do its part.
